George Minturn, city engineer, 
Saturday said that if the prom­ 
ised pipe for standards is deliv­ 
ered according to schedule, the 
city will be bedecked in new 
street signs before the approach­ 
ing season is well under way. 
City council last Wednesday 
adopted a design for the street 
signs which 
will 
be uniform 
throughout the city. It shows blue 
letters on a gold background and 
at the top is a view of the sun 
shining on the desert. 


CONTRACT has been awarded 
the United States Porcelean com­ 
pany for the signs which will 
number 931 in the city. 
They will be erected at each 
intersection according to a recent 
state law which specifies the 
height of the signs above the 
street level and their position at 
each intersection for the best 
visibility. 


WHEN THE SIGNS are -in 
stalled, Postmaster R. M. Gorham, 
recently said, mail carrier routes 
will be extended to take in new 
territory. Some extensions have 
already been authorized by the 
postoffice departm ent in Wash­ 
ington and applications have gone 
in for other extensions following 
a survey of the city by Gorham 
and Assistant Postmaster Merritt 
Williams. 
Start of the authorized extend­ 
ed service has been held up by 
lack of adequate signs. 


MINTURN SAID Saturday that 
he had been promised early de­ 
livery of pipe needed for sign 
standards and expected it to start 
arriving within 40 days. As soon 
as the pipe arrives, work will 
start on erection of the new 
signs. 
The Porcelean company is al­ 
ready at work on the plates fol­ 
lowing selection of the design 
last week and by October it will 
be easy to find one’s way about 
Palm Springs, M inturn said.

Local Schools 
Lead County 
In ADA Gain 


While all schools in the county 
showed increases during the past 
year, figures released by County 
Superintendent of Schools last 
week showed that Palm Springs 
was first in percentage of gain 
in average daily attendance in 
both elementary and high schools. 
The figures from Superintend­ 
ent Smith’s office revealed that 
the elementary district jumped 
from an average daily attendance 
of 827 in 1946-47 to an ADA of 
1027 in 1947-48, a 24 per cent 
gain. 
Palm Springs high school had 
an ADA of 274 in 46-47 and of 
310 in 47-48. 
The elementary district passed 
Banning to take fifth place in 
the county behind Riverside, Co­ 
rona, Indio and Palo Verde while 
the high school ranked sixth in 
the county in ADA. 
In the county, as a whole, 
Smith said, the average daily at­ 
tendance went 
from 27,430 in 
in 1946-47 to 28,879 in the past 
school year.

Thursday, July 15, which had 
been credited with being the 
hottest day on record here with 
123 was anything but that. True, 
it can lay claim to being the hot­ 
test day of 1948 to date but it 
has> no right to be called the all­ 
time hottest day. 
It definitely was not 123 here 
that day! Examination of the 
chart on the recording thermom­ 
eter at the fire station shows a 
mere 113. And there have been 
two days recorded in the past 
when the thermometer went to 
119.The official city thermometer 
which for some time has done 
duty back of the police station 
but was moved to the new civic 
center on McCallum way a week 
ago, registered 116 that day. But 
there was something wrong with 
that thermometer, 
Sgt. O. 
O. 
Johnson said, and he ordered a 
new instrument. 
Then someone said that two 
thermometers atop the fire sta­ 
tion, one of which writes its own 
record on a roll of paper and the 
other just an ordinary instru­ 
ment, had registered 123. That 
started it and perspiring citizens 
mopped still faster. 
A check of the paper taken 
from the recording thermometer 
by Fire Chief Bill Leonesio, how­ 
ever. showed the top on Thurs­ 
day to have been 113 along about 
3:30 p.m. The minimum, however, 
was 81 sb perhaps those who 
mopped, didn’t do so in vain. 
Anyway, a new thermometer 
is functioning at the civic center 
today.

Another Delegation at 


Riverside To Learn 


Results of Protests 


Another large delegation of 
Palm Springs citizens, including 
many from surrounding areas, 
was at hand this morning at 9 
o’clock when the county planning 
commission met in 
the court 
house at Riverside to hand down 
its decision on the “desert-moun- 
tain” zoning ordinance requested 
by Palm Springs. 
The 
decision today 
will be 
based on the hearing last Tuesday 
when more than half a hundred 
residents of the Village and sur­ 
rounding desert were present to 
endorse the ordinance and pro­ 
test establishment of a cement 
mill just off Highway 111 neat' 
the Southern Pacific depot. 


AT THAT TIME testimony by 
Villagers 
and 
desert 
citizens 
claimed the establishment of the 
plant would jeopardize property 
worth in excess of $70,000,000 due 
to prevailing winds which they 
said would whip cement dust and 
chemicals into the city and also 
contaminate the w ater supply of 
a vast area in the Coachella Val­ 
ley.S. A. Guiberson, who has been 
dallying with the idea of estab­ 
lishing the cement plant at the 
site for 20 years, and his at­ 
torneys, claimed the mill would 
not threaten the Village's econ­ 
omy or wreak havoc with the 
Coachella water supply. 


COUNTY PLANNERS took the 
matter under advisement for a 
week and said they would make 
known their decision on the pro­ 
posed ordinance today. The ord­ 
inance requested by Palm Springs 
covers 96 square miles of terri­ 
tory in the desert and surround­ 
ing mountains from Whitewater 
channel south and includes all of 
the famous canyons in this area. 
It would prohibit the building of 
such a plant as Guiberson plans 
in the vicinity of Snow Creek 
canyon. 
Today’s 
delegation 
to 
the 
county 
planners 
session 
was 
headed by City Manager William 
E. Alworth and included all city 
councilmen now in the Village, 
representatives of the chamber of 
commerce, the junior chamber of 
commerce, civic organizations and 
citizens from Coachella Valley. 


NO MATTER what the decision 
of the Planning Commission is, 
another 
hearing 
is 
inevitable. 
From county planners the ordin­ 
ance will go to board of super­ 
visors who will have to pass or 
reject the measure. County plan­ 
ners’ decision is contrary to the 
hopes of the Villagers, they will 
have a chance to be heard before 
supervisors probably sometime in 
August. 
. 
Guiberson and his attorneys 
have the same chance. 


AFTER THE MATTER reaches 
the supervisors, they w ill give ten 
days notice of the date of hearing 
on the proposed measure. 
Site of the proposed mill is just 
south of Highway 111 and in the 
immediate vicinity of the South­ 
ern Pacific depot. It covers des­ 
ert land and the mountains to the 
south which are reported full of 
limestone.

June 7 before the board, no one 
appeared to protest formation of 
the proposed district. 
Petitions 
asking the action presented sup­ 
ervisors were generously signed 
in all sections within its bound­ 
aries. 
Harry C. Harper repre­ 
sented the district at the June 
hearing and will be present next 
Monday morning. 
Chairman Kenneth Kirk of the 
organization committee has the 
assurance of supervisors, gained 
at an earlier meeting, that the 
election date will be set for some 
time in December at a time when 
practically all Villagers and win­ 
ter residents will be on hand to 
vote. 
So far no objection has been 
heard to the district plan which, 
proponents say, will give Palm 
Springs adequate hospital service 
the year around at a nominal cost.

C ity Manager Prepares 


To Ask Bids as Result 


O f Council Action 


By the time the new season 
rolls around the days of free and 
easy parking in Palm Springs will 
be but history. 
City Manager William E. Al- 
worth today was preparing to ask 
bids on parking meters for the 
Village as result of action taken 
by city council last Wednesday. 
In the meantime, the city man­ 
ager and the engineering office 
were planning a survey of the 
city 
to 
determine 
where 
the 
meters shall be installed. 


THE REQUEST for bids will 
not specify the exact number of 
meters but will name a minimum 
and maximum figure. 
Tentatively, Alworth said, the 
plan is to install parking meters 
on Palm Canyon drive and on the 
side streets between the drive and 
Indian avenue from Amado south 
to Arenas. 
Some meters may also go on 
Indian avenue in the down-town 
area where there are curbs. 


PARKING METERS have been 
discussed in the city for the past 
two years and last year the cham­ 
ber of commerce took a survey of 
the Village by postcard asking 
expressions of opinion on meters. 
Businessmen in the down-town 
area were polled and the ma- 
iority, 
at 
that 
time, 
favored 
meters. The result of the poll was 
presented council. 
No action, however, was taken 
until 
last 
Wednesday 
when 
council 
authorized Alworth to 
seek bids. 


TYPE OF METER to be in­ 
stalled 
hinges 
on 
propositions 
submitted 
by 
manufacturers. 
Most of the meters are of the 
penny and nickel type, allowing a 
certain number of minutes per 
cent. 
The manufacturers take fifty 
per cent of the deposits until the 
meters are paid for after which 
the city receives all of the “take.” 
With installation of meters by 
next Fall and the opening of a 
close-in down-town parking lot 
in what is now Bunker Court, it 
is believed a long step toward re­ 
lieving the parking situation will 
have been taken.

A-Power Site at Saltón 


Government Obtains Added Acreage at Former 


N avy Air Base for Tests; Improvements Begun 


Establishment of an atomic power test and proving ground 
at the former navy auxiliary air station on Saltón Sea m the 
desert area about 70 miles from Palm Springs is under way 
and a vast expansion program is planned there it was learned 


last week. 
According to Congressman John 
Phillips it will be an adjunct 
to the Los Alamos (N.M.) White 
Sands proving grounds for atomic 
energy experiments but will not 
be a large-scale operation. 


CONGRESSMAN PHILLIPS, a 
member 
of 
the 
appropriation 
committee 
having 
supervision 
over the government’s atomic 
energy program, is expected to 
visit the site on his trip west 
this Fall. 
Rumors current in the desert 
area for some time were to the 
e f f e c t 
that 
the 
government 
planned a huge $10,000,000 pro­ 
gram at Sandy Beach but Phillips 
scoffed at these reports declaring 
he knew of no such plans. 


IT BECAME KNOWN last week 


that the Atomic Energy com­ 
mission had acquired 48,310 acres 
of additional land near the for­ 
mer navy base and that develop­ 
ment now would consist of homes 
for workmen and installation of 
telephone and power lines. 
Runways at the former navy 
air base will be extended and the 
field further developed. 


IMPROVEMENT of the road 
from Highway 99 to the base is 
also projected. 
. . . . . . 
. 
It was indicated that the base 
will be a testing ground 
for 
atomic power experiments and 
not a bomb proving grounds. 
It will be a branch of the Los 
Alamos project and the air base 
is being improved for speedy 
transportation between the Saltón, 
Sea project and the New Mexico 
headquarters. 


TAKING ADVANTAGE of the permission given by the voters of 
Palm Springs a few months ago, the city council this week included 
$24,000 in the city’s budget for advertising and publicity. The 
council will follow the recommendations of the chamber of com­ 
merce which has worked for several months on a comprehensive 
plan to promote the community. It will include newspaper, maga­ 
zine and radio advertising; colored folders and other printed matter; 
cooperation with the All Year club; establishment of a publicity 
photo bureau which will release photos and news stories to news­ 
papers and magazines throughout the country; convention pro­ 
motion; window displays and other items. 
The entire campaign will be supervised by the chamber of com­ 
merce, through its publicity and advertising committee and man­ 
ager. This will require considerable time and expense, all of which 
will have to be born by the chamber. For this reason, maximum 
results can be obtained only through the active participation of the 
chamber of commerce. Officials of the organization have assured 
the city that this will be done. 
OUR CITY COUNCIL is to be complimented for including the pro­ 
posed program in its entirety. 
It is comprehensive and well- 
rounded. It makes the first time that city funds have been used 
to any extent for this purpose. It spreads the cost of community 
promotion, so badly needed for Palm Springs, over the entire com­ 
munity and relieves the chamber of commerce from the heavy 
burden of raising funds for this purpose in addition to its numerous 
other needed functions. 
The Desert Sun predicts that this promotion campaign which 
will start in a few weeks will open a new era of growth for Palm 
Springs. It comes at a time when it is badly needed—for we know 
that there is bound to be some drop-off in the travel and tourist 
business. This desert area is in competition with other noted re­ 
sorts which are spending lots of money to advertise their advantages. 
With the help of this first real attem pt to bring Palm Springs to 
the attention of people throughout the country through paid adver­ 
tising space, the community will keep pace with its competitors. 
We feel certain that the businessmen of Palm Springs are greatly 
pleased with this foresighted action on the part of our city council. 
Now they will be getting some direct benefits from the city license 
tax—benefits which should improve their business and make every­ 
body happier.

It Has Been Drier 


Records Reveal Last Season Doesn't Take Prize 


For Lack of Rainfall; Two Others More Arid 


There has been a lot of talk about the exceedingly dry 
year—but figures at the fire station where they have been 
measuring the rainfall since 1936. show two years which have 
been dryer. 
B etw een July 1, 1947, and June 
30, 1948, rainfall in Palm Springs 
was 
m easured 
at 3.84 
inches. 
That's not much but the year be­ 
fore, Ju ly 1, 1946 to June 30, 
1947, was drier. That year only 
2.76 inches of rain fell here. 


RAINFALL R E C O R D S are 
kept from 
July 1 to June 30 
w hich period constitutes the rain ­ 
fall season. Last season was the 
fourth in a row in which rain ­ 
fall was scant. Prior to that there 
w ere a series of w et years. 
Heaviest rainfall occurred in 
the 1936-1937 season, the first in 
w hich records were kept at the 
fire hall. In that year 13.69 inches 
fell and there were floods 
in 
March, 1938, when four and a half 
inches of m oisture toppled onto 
the desert w ithin a few days. 


LAST BIG YEAR for rainfall 
w as in the 1943-44 season when 
10.94 inches fell. The season be­

that, 
which 
totalled 
9.92 
inches, w as given its biggest boost
